DRAFT RULES 

The Wool Grading and Marking Kule.s, 1974. 

1. .Short title and application — (1) These rules may be 
called the Wool Grading and Marking Rules, 1974.

(a) "authorised packer” means a person holding a ceiti- 
ficat of authorisation issued under siib-rulc ( I ) of 
rule 3 of the General Grading and Marking Rules, 
1937; 

(b) “carded”, in relation to any grade designation of 
wool, means wool which has been subjected to the 
process of carding for eliminating burrs or sticks; 

(c) "carded wool” means wool containing an admixture 
of more than 25 per cent of any wool which is 
carded; 

(d) "clipped", in relation to any grade designation of 
wool, means wool obtained from the body of sheep 
by shearing with a pair of hand shears or a shear- 
ing machine; 

(e) “ginned” in relation to any grade dcsijjtnation of 
wool, means short wool fibres recovered trom burrs 
(scissored out from burry raw wool) by passing 
them through a ginning machine; 

(f) “hill (pahari) wool" means wool known in the trade 
as pahari wool ; 

(s) “hill^ (pahari) woo), (clipped)” means .stzch vvotil 
obtained by clipping from living sheep; 

(h) “hill (pahari) wool (pulled)” means such wool ob- 
tained from the pelts of slaughtered sheep hy pull- 
ing out the fibres cilher with or without the aid t f 
salt, depilatory solutions; 

(i) "lot" means the quantity of wool, the quality of 
which is determined by drawing a lepicseiUative 
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samples from that quantity and analysing that sample 
as per prescribed procedure; 

(j) “mixed wool (clipped-carded)” means clipped wool 
with an admixture of pulled wool up to 25 per 
cent; 

ikj “mixed wool fclipped-pulled)" means clipped wool 
with an admixture of pulled wool up to 25 per 
cent; 

(1) “pi ocesscd wool” in relation to any grade designation 
of wool, means wool which has been subjected to 
a mechanical piocess of manufacture or premamu 
facture except carding and ginning done for clean- 
ing purposes ; 

(m1 “pulled wool”, in relation to any giude designation 
of wool, means wool which has been removed from 
the pelts of slaughtered sheep by pulling out the 
fibres with or without the aid of salt or depilatory 
solutions; 

(n) "schedule” means a Schedule appended to these 
rules; 

(o) “scoured wool” means which has been subjected to 
mechanical scouring with a detergent in a scouring 
plant; 

(p) “South Indian tannery and Aden type wool” means 

wool removed from the pelts of unimproved, mutton 
breed of sheep from the States of Andhra Pradesh, 
Kerala, Maharashtia, Mysore and Tamil Nadu and 
from the country Aden, by pulling out fibre.s from 
skins which have been pasted with or soaked in a 
depilatory solution of slaked lime; 

(q) "tannery wool (limed)” means wool removed fiom 
the pelts of slaughtered sheep with the aid of slakcrl 
lime as a depilatory; 

3. Grade dcsignatluns. — The grade designations to indicate 
the characteristics and quality of wool of specified trade 
descriptions shall be those set out in column 1 of Schedules 
I to Vf.

S.O. 951. — Wheicns the Central Government is of opinion 
that an industrial dispute exists between the employers in 
relation to the management of Bhonda China Clay Mine of 
Messrs. Gajadhar Mining Industries, Post Ofllce Hatgamaria, 
District Singhbhum and their workmen in respect of the 
matters specified in the Schedule hereto annexed; 

And whereas the Central Government considers it desirable 
to refer the said dispute for adjudication ; 

Now. therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (d) of sub-section (11 of section 10 of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947), the Central Government 
hereby refers the said dispute for adjudication to the Central 
Government Industrial Tribunal (No. 1) Dlianbad constituted 
under section 7A of the said Act.

AWARD 

The Beas Sutlej Link Project, Sundernagar and their 
workmen represented by B.S.I.. Workers Union by an arbi- 
tration agreement dated 29-9-1973 agreed to refer the indus- 
trial dispute existing between them over the question of 
denial of wages for the period from 3rd October 1967 to 
24tb February, 1968 to Shri Shankcr Das Driver, Token 
No. 358-L to my arbitration under Sub-Section (1) of the 
lOA of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947). 
The Government of India in the Ministry of Labour and 
Rehabilitation (Department of Labour and Employment) 
in pursuance of the provision of Sub-Section (3) of Sec- 
tion lOA of the Industrial Disputes Act 1947 (14 of 1947) 
published the said Arbitration Agreement vide Notification 
No. L. 42012/50/73/LR. HI dated the 17th October, 1973. 
The following specific matter in dispute was referred to 
my arbitration : — 

Whether the action of the management of B.S.L. Project 
Sundernagar in denying wages for the period from 3rd 
October, 1967 to 24tb February 1968 to Shri Shanker Das, 
Driver, Token No. 358-L is legal and justified ? If not, to 
what relief is he entitled 7 

2. Accordingly, I requested the parties to file their rcs- 
cctive written statements along with documentary evidence 
efore me on or before 30-11-1973 vide my latter No. CH 

15(I)/73 dated 30-11-1973. The union filed a written 
statement on 30-11-1973 but the management could not fUe 
written statement due to late receipt of my communication. 
However, the management sought the ne,xt date in the 
matter. The next date was of course fixed on 4-1-1974 
but due to pre-occupation of the parties before Industrial 
Tribunal, Chandigarh on 4-1-1974, the dispute was taken 
at the request of both the parties on 23-1-1974, A copy of 
the workmen’s written Statement was supplied to the man- 
agement in order to file their counter statement. 

3. The parties were finally heard in person on 23-1-1974 
•and 18-2-1974. Sarvshri B. K. Mukheijec, Superintending 
Engineer, and Ratan Lai Personnel Officer, Beas Sutlej Link 
Project, Sundernagar represented the management of Beas 
Sutlej Link Project Workers Union represented the workmen 
in the hearing. 

4. The Case of B.S.L. Workers Union in the instant dis- 
pute is as under ; — ■ 

Shri Shanker Ram, Driver Token No. 358-L (whose 
name by mistake has been vinritten Shankcr Das, Driver 
Token No. 358-L in the arbitration agreement as admitted 
by both the parties in their respective written statement 
filed before me) waa appointed as a Driver in the month 
of October, 1962 at Beas Sutlej Link Project, Sundernagar 
on 3-10-1967, his services were terminated by the Executive 
Engineer, Hydel Construction Division No. 2, Sundernagar 
in an arbitrary, unlawful and malaflde manner and also in 
violation of natural justice. Even though, the learned appel- 
late authority to whom the workmen filed a memoranda of 
appeal against the order of termination issued by the Executive 
Engineer; Hydel Construction Division No. 2 held enquiry 
devoid of the principles of natural justice and ho issued the 
orders for reinstatement of Shri Shanker Ram Driver and 
to treat the intervening period between the dates of termi- 
nation of his services and re-instatement i.e. period 3-10-1967 
to 24-2-1968 as leave of the kind due to him. But the learned 
appellate authority who held that no opportuniti' was given 
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to the workmen to defend, his case before the enquiry com- 
mittee, decided the intervening period which was forced 
unemployment period, prejudice to the interest of workman 
and in deviation of the principles of natural justice. Even 
the Supreme Court and other high courts in their various 
decisions have held that to justify the principles of natural 
justice, it is always desirable that an enquiry shall be made 
in writing to find out whether all the rcquirenicnts have 
been duly complied with. In other words it means that 
the delinquent workman should be allowed to say and prove 
that he is not guilty and also that action proposed is not 
justified. 

5. Further the management did not hold any subsequent 
enquiry though the learned appellate authority hinted the 
management in his order dated 20-2-1968 to do so. It is 
clear that the management did not have the case to sub- 
stantiate its allegations of misconduct against the workman. 
For no fault of the workman, he was kept under forced 
unemployment between 3-I0-I967 to 24-2-1968 anO hence 
he was wrongfully denied his wages for this period. 

6. The case of the management was that Ihc Appellate 
Authority had correctly directed to treat the period of dis- 
missal for which the woikm.nn never performed any duty 
to be treated as leave of any kind due as tho workman was 
responsible for causing an accident and loss to the employ- 
er’s property. As per statement of the management, (he 
enquiry was re-started to give full and another opportunity 
to the workman to present his case. The loss already iindcr- 
ponc hy the workman by loosing pay for the period under 
dispute was considered sulficient and no more punishment 
was considered neces.sary as a measure of generosity and 
a lenient view was taken. In the light of this submission, 
the representatives of the management maintaned that the 
claim of Shri Shankcj' Driver Token No. 358-1 for wages 
for the period 3-10-1967 to 24-2-1968 is not entcrtainable. 

7. Now from tho evidence placed before me, it is seen 
that no opportunity was given to the workman to say and 
prove that he was not guilty of causing financial loss to 
tho management by way of committing accident of vehicle, 
in course of the first enquiry. Apart from this there is no 
evidence on record to establish the fact that in pursuance 
of an order of the learned Appellate Authority, n sub- 
sequent enquiry was held against the workman nor the 
finding of the subsequent enquiry had been filed by the 
management before me. It is clear that the management 
did not initiate, subsequent enquiry as it did not have a 
case to substantiate its allegations of misconduct agaiivst 
the workman before the Enquiry Officer. 

8. Though I appreciate the findings of the learned Appel- 
late Authority to the extent of re-lnstatemeiit of the work- 
men with immediate efieef and to hold another enquiry to giv'e 
an opportunity to the workmen but I find that while de- 
ciding the intervening period between the dates cf the Icr- 
mlnation of service and reinstatement i.e. 3-10-1967 to 
24-2-1968, the learned Appellate Authority was not fair in 
treating the period as leave of any kind duo, for the reason 
that the findings of the learned Appellate authority order- 
ing for fresh enquiry and simultaneously treating the inter- 
vening period as leave of any kind due are themselves 
contradictory, arbitrary and prejudicial. 

9. Tn view of my abov'c finding this is a dear case where 
the workman Shri Shankar Ram, Driver Token No. 358-1, 
was kept by the management of Bens Sutlej Link Project. 
Sundemagar under forced unemployment between 3-10-1967 
to 24-2-1968 and he was deprived of the w. jos during this 
period for no fault of his and due to wrongful act of the 
management. 

10. In view of the facts of the ease as explained above, 
I hold on the dispute referred to my arbitralion that the 
action of the management of B.S.L. Project, Sundemagar 
in denying wages for the period 3-10-67 to 24-2-68 to 
Shri Shanker R.nm Driver Token No. 358-1, was not (usfified 
and the said workman in question is entitled to the full 
wages for the period 3-10-1967 to 24-2-1968
